Response to Amendments 

Claims 31, 33, 73 and 75 have been amended. 
Claims 1-30, 34-72 and 76-86 have been cancelled.

Claims 31-33 and 73-75 are allowed . 
Response to Arguments 

I. Applicant's arguments (see Remarks pages 1-2 filed 1/6/2011) with respect to claims 31 
and 73 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of the pending claims have 
therefore been withdrawn.

This communication warrants no Examiner's reason for allowance, as Applicant's reply 
filed 1/6/2011 in hght of Examiner's Reasons for Allowance indicated in the Office Action 
mailed 5/12/2010 makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as 
required by rule 37 CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of Applicant's comments in the 
Remarks filed on 1/6/2011 with respect to the claimed limitations of: "the virtualization system of 
claim 30, wherein said resource management software application allocates memory to said respective 
system and guest partitions by storing a partition descriptor for a desired partition number [G,M,K] in 
said memory as Mem(G,M,K)=((G*2.sup.l0+M)*2.sup.l0+K)*2.sup.l0*(word size), where word size is 
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a power of 2" sufficiently present the reasons claims are patentable over the prior art of record. 
Thus, the reason for allowance is in all probability evident from the record and no statement of 
an Examiner's reason for allowance is necessary (see MPEP 13202.14). 

The claimed invention is not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art 
of record. A review of Claims 31-33 and 73-75 in view of the Examiner's remarks above, 
indicates that Claims 31-33 and 73-75 are allowable over the prior art of record.
